Applicants respectfully request consideration of information previously submitted in a 
Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) filed on October 16, 2002 (copy enclosed). In an Examiner 
interview on July 3, 2003, Applicants' undersigned representative noted that Applicants had not 
received initialed Forms PTO-1449 relating to this IDS. In response, the Examiner provided a copy of 
these forms that had mistakenly been filed in the PTO's file; Apphcants' subsequent review of the 
forms PTO-1449 revealed that the documents listed on sheets 5-18 of 18 had not been considered.
